Oeneva, Dec. 6 (IN8>— An armed 
force of from 4,500 to 5.000 troops 
will keep peace In the Saar Basin 
as the residents ballot for their fu- 
ture national allegiance In January. 
"Knox's army," -it was authorita- 
tively predicted todav, will exceed 
by far the 1,200 that Geoffrey Knox, 
head of the League of Nations' Saar 
Governing Commission, felt would 
be sufficient to maintain order. The 
increase, it was understood, was de- 
cided upon after the delegates to the 
League Council had conferred with 
their home governments and with 
their army general staffs. Britain 
and Italy. It was believed, would 
furnish 2.000 troops each, Belgium 
500. and Holland would stand by

The purpose of the service is to 
correct socially 
among children, usually 
the ages of 10 and 18. The cases 
are reported from the Juvenile 
i court, Family Welfare society, the 
public schools, and from parents 
and guardians. Mental examina- 
tions are given and every effort Is 
made to discover the basic cause of 
the mal-adjustment. Then a plan 
of treatment is evolved, after which 
the cases are closely contacted and 
followed up.

Studying under the master Leo- 
pold Auer, Seldel Is one of the most 
brilliant violinists of that distin- 
guished line of musicians. Critics 
declare that the encomoums called 
forth by his playing are flattering 
in the last degree, and yet, they 
are not over-superlative. 

8eldel has been acclaimed not 
only in the United States and 
Europe, but also In Australia. New 
Zealand, Honolulu, France. Eng- 
land, and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Born in Russia, Seldel came 
to America lmmedately after the 
war, taking his place In the fore- 
most ranks of contemporary violin- 
ists. His immediate success has 
been attributed to his personality, 
artistry, and affability. 

"His soul Is a prism through 
which shines the genius of a race." 
Is what Redfern Mason wrote of 
him. There probably have been 
more poetic utterances written In 
praise of Toscha Seldel by music 
critics than of most other artists 
appearing before the public today.
